General Hospital, two days 
before. 
Mrs. Peacock and her 


husband Bobby, of 581 S:E. 
9th Street were at home May 7 
when a man entered armed 
with a revolver and robbed Mr. 
Peacock of an undisclosed 
amount of cash. 


The man tied Mr, and Mrs. 
Peacock up and demanded 
ransom from Mr. Pedcotk. 

Mrs. Peacock was forced into 
the trunk of her car by the 
man and driven to a seclüded 
spot just south of the city 
limits. 

She told Belle Glade Police 
officers she was able to escape 
from the trunk of her car after 
she realized the man was gone 
and walked to South Main 
Street near Blackwell Welding 
where she flagged down a 
passing Palm Beach County 


Deputy Sheriff. 

The Belle Glade Police

Former Housing 
employee files suit

Dallas Tyszkowski, the 
previous modernization coor- 
dinator for the Pahokee 
Housing Authority, filed suit 
last Friday in Federal court 
against the City of Pahokee 
and the Pahokee Housing 
Authority and several board 
members and employees for 
discrimination. 

The suit names the Pahokee 
Housing Authority, the City of 
Pahokee, Commissioner Esther 
Boyd as.a board member and 
individually, Commissioner 
Winnie Guyton as a board 
member and individually, 
Commissioner C.R. Martin as a 
board member and as an 
individual, Julia Hale as 
executive director and as an 
individual, Willie Jackson, an 
individual and Patricia Brown, 
president.of the Pahokee 
Housing Authority Tenants 
Association and as an 
individual. 

The suit alleges violation of 
Mr.  Tyszkowski's U.S. 
Constitutional rights gugran- 
teed under the civil rights laws, 
Title VII of the Civil Rights 
Acts of 1964 and 1991, liable, 
slander, a conspiracy to defame 
his good name, invasion of 


privacy and more. 

Mr. Tyszkowski is being 
represented by Frederick W. 
Ford, Esquire with the firm of 
Cohen and Aranson of North 
Palm Beach. 

On March. 10th Mr. 
Tyszkowski filed a charge of 
discrimination with the 
E.E.O.C. In his complaint he 
stated that, "I am a 35-year old 
white male. From June 1990 to 
August 22, 1991, I was 
employed as the Modernization 
Coordinator with the Pahokee 
Housing Authority (PHA) in 
Pahokee, pursuant to a 
contract with the Department. 
of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD). Myself 
and the thén Executive 
Director of the Housing 
Authority, Belinda Thompson, 
are white. The remainder of 
the employees and the 
members of the housing 
commission are black." 

In the complaint he went on 
to say, "Throughout my tenure 
with the PHA, I was subjected 
to a continuing pattern of 
racial comments, threats on my 
life, and false and slanderous 
allegations by the black 
maintenance supervisor 
regarding the theft of gasoline

Drug rehab is working at 
Sheriff's Dept. Drug Farm 


The Drug Farm east of Belle 
Glade is showing good results 
so far, according to Palm Beach 
County Sheriff Richard Wille. 

Wille spoke to members of the 
Belle Glade Rotary Club 
Tuesday and said he believes 
the program will cut down the 
numbers of repeat drug 
offenders from the 75 percent 
rate now expected to less than 
30 percent. 

"I believe this is the light at 
the end of the tunnel,” he said. 

The drug program was 
started 1 1/2 years ago with 
two trailers in Belle Glade and 
the Drug Farm has been open 
since, of October of 1991. It is 
located on’ property owned by 
Sugar Cane Growers 
Cooperative and leased to the 
Sheriff's Department. 

Wille told Rotary members 
that in that time, only one 
inmate in the program so-far 
has been re-arrested for crimes.

"We also had one man who 
went into the half way house 
after six months and asked to 
go back into the Drug Farm. He 
said he wasn't ready to be out. 
So we allowed him to go back." 

Wille said drug related 
crimes amount to 
approximately 80 to 85 percent 
of the crimes in the United 
States. 

"There were people who were 
getting out after shorter term 
treatment and going back to 
the same habits," Wille said. 

The Drug Farm has 51 men 
and'recently а barrack yas 
open for women. There are 
currently five women in the 
program. 

The farm is operated like a 
boot camp with intense 
physical therapy, counselling 
and education programs. 

Each inmate is required to 
work up to running five miles a 
day. 


"Because 1"1 assure you that 
anyone who has been on drugs 
for any amount of time is not in 
good physical shape," Wille 
said. 

Three of the inmates have 
attended West Technical 
Education Center and received 
their GED diplomas and 
several others are attending 
classes. 

Inmates stay in the program 
for six months and are then 
transferred into a half-way 
house for another six months. 
They are required to take 
weekly drug tests. 

Wille said he hopes to have 
100 inmates i the program by 
the end of this year and up to a 
maximum of 400 later on. 

"Before, people were getting 
out after short term treatment 
and going back to the same 
habits," he said. "Hopefully, 
this program will reduce that 
rate."

The American's . with 
Disabilities Act of 1990 is a 
Federal civil rights act which 
mandates that public 
accommodations be made 
accessible to members of the 
general population of Florida 
who have disabilities. Accord- 
ing to Thom Jordan, a consul- 
tant with the Department of 
Community Affairs, failure of a 
business, or government entity 
to comply could result in civil 
penalties up to $50,000. 

This infers civil rights to 
some, and responsibilities to 
others. Mr: Jordan said it is 
crucial that those in the 
government, business and 


development industry are 
aware of the existing codes sb 
that Floridians with 
impairments can enjoy their 
living and working 
environment without 
discrimination.

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A letter to the taxpayers from Florida House of 
Representative Bert J. Harris, Jr. of the 76th District. 


Dear Editor: 

Every year we send out 
newsletter to update people.on 
the state of the state. However 
due to a tight budget, I have 
elected not to send out news- 
letters in the past.two years. 
This year I am utilizing the 
media and hopefully will 
accomplish the same goal 
without the expense. 

Budget 

As you know, Florida has 
been crippled by a national 
recession now in its third year. 
Increasing numbers of unem- 
ployed Floridians have created 
a demand for human services 
that simply cannot be met. 
Health care costs are still 
shooting upwards while the 
ranks of uninsured grow. 

This session the Legislature 
passed the Governor's own 
proposed budget, but then he 
vetoes it. The House also 
passed a supplemental budget; 
but the Senate did not, and it 
must pass both chambers to 
become law. The Speaker of the 
House has said it would be 
futile to pass a tax plan until 
the Senate determines its own 
tax position. К 

Now, the Governor із pro- 
posing a budget that .will 
require a $1.3 billion tax 
increase. The Governor has 
called the Legislature back into 
Special Session on June 1 to 
address the budget. Serious 
decisions will be made. We 
must balance Florida's needs 
with the condition of the econ- 
omy. We feel an economic 
recovery has just started and is 
very weak. A tax increase 
would have a detrimental effect 
on the recovery. 

Education 

We have taken some big steps 
in education this year. Account- 
ability for education was 
increased by allowing school 
boards more flexibility and 
input in the operation of local 
schools. Each school board will 
be able to waive certain state 
mandates and replace them 
with other programs. 

A maximum of 30 high 
schools that provide strong 
communications, mathematics, 
sciénce and technical programs 
will be designed as "Lighthouse 
Schools." The state will focus 
resources on schools that devel- 
op plans to improve these areas. 

The state will also work to 
provide more matching funds to 
help local school districts con- 
struct vocational education 
facilities. 

Health Care 

This session, we passed some 
major.reforms that will provide 
access to health care for 2.5 
million uninsured Floridians. 
The Agency for Health Care 
Administration was created 
and has until Dec. 31 to 
develop a plan to reduce costs 
and ensure coverage for all 
Floridians. In addition, employ- 
ers' who do not offer their 
workers insurance benefits 
must make progress toward

providing coverage by 1995 or 
they will be forced to provide 
insurance. 

Finally the plan limits 
liability claims for doctors who 
treat economically-depressed 
people, and gives scholarships 
to medical students who agree 
to work in rural areas which 
lack medical care. Under this 
plan, the insurance and 
medical industry is encouraged 
to come up with solutions. If 
they fail to do so, the state will 
step in and impose a state health 
insurance plan by Dec. 31, 1994. 

Consumer Protection 

The Legislature passed 
several consumer protection 
bills this session. One new law 
requirés insurance companies 
to offer standard conversion 
policies with no waiting periods 
to people who change jobs. 
These conversion policies 
cannot contain limitations for 
those who lose their group 
coverage. The bill also places 
rate limits on conversion 
policies because most of these 
policies are currently too 
expensive for the average 
consumer. 


Many Floridians work for * 


small businesses that do not 

provide health insurance. The 

Legislature has given small 

businesses the option to buy 

stripped-down insurance plans 

at comparatively low premiums. 
Seniors 

Several bills were passed 
which directly affect seniors. 
Proposed insurance plans will 
require insurance companies to 
sell Medicare supplement 
policies to seniors who are no 
longer covered under group 
policies. State regulation of 
insurance "pre-existing condi- 
tion" limitation clauses will 
also be improved. 

Medical doctors, osteopaths, 
chiropractors and podiatrists 
will be required to accept 
Medicare assignment when 
treating a patient for an 
emergency medical condition. 
Also, all consulting physicians 
will be required to accept 
Medicare assignment if the 
patient's primary physician 
accepts Medicare assignment. 

Agriculture Committee 

One.of my biggest accom- 
plishments this session was the 
food safety bill which provides 
savings of more than $4 million 
annually in state tax dollars 
and eliminates unjustified 
duplication of food inspection 
services. ` 

Under the old system, four 
state agençies and many local 
governments shared the duties 
of licensing and inspecting 
grocery stores. Provisions of the 
"Food Safety Bill” consolidate 
and transfer these responsi- 
bilities to one agency, the 
Department of Agriculture and 
Consumer Services (DACS). 

The new law ensures that 
regulations for restaurants 
across the state will follow 
uniform codes. In the past, 
many counties imposed their 
own regulations. 
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‘In addition to saving tax- 
payers millions, the changes in 
law reduce inspection costs for 
grocery stores and restaurants, 
eliminating the need to pay 
several state and local agencies 
for the same ‘services. 
Hopefully, their savings will be 
passed on to the consumer. 

The new law also enhances 
the ability to DACS to enforce 
food safety. Regulations for food 
labeling are strengthened. In 
addition, to prevent food con- 
tamination, transporting food 
in vehicles that were used to 
Ship hazardous materials is 
prohibited; and violators are 
subject to $50,000 fines. 

Environment 

Aquatic weed funding did not. 
pass during the regular session. 
Currently, boats generate $39 
million of gas tax revenue, but, 
only receive $3.8 million. How- 
ever, during the interim, an 
agreement was worked out that 
will provide an additional $5 
million of gas tax revenue, Half 
of this amount will be used to 
control aquatic weeds if it passes 
in the upcoming Special Session. 

I co-sponsored legislation 
which puts a moratorium on 
construction of new biohazard- 
ous waste incinerators until - 
October 1993, allowing time for 
a thorough review of our waste 
situation. Florida already has 
more than 300 of these incin- 
erators, more than are needed. 
The new law also requires a study 
on the safety of incinerators.

Florida is one of the first 
states to pass "stalking" legis- 
lation. Under this new law, a 
person can be arrested for 
following or intimidating an 
innocent citizen, an offense 
commonly known as "stalking."

Restoration Plan 


А common misconception of the sugar industry 
inthat the Everglades Agricultural Area (EAA) 
is made up of-only large, selfish corporations. 
Thats the farthest thing from the truth. 

My family has been farming in the EAA since 
1932, and many of the Sugar Cane Growers 
Cooperative's 51 small0to-medium:size farmers 
have been farming for just as long, or longer, as 
my family. . 

The Cooperative, formed more than 30 years 
ago, is a true farming Cooperative in that each 
farmer is an owner and shares in the profits or 
lossés of the operation. 

We recognize that or ability to pool our 
resources gives us the ability to deal with 
environmental issues more effectively than if 
each farmer was forced to deal with the issues 
individually Collectively we hope to help protect 
the Everglades while at the same tie preserve 
farming in the EAA. 

How to deal with stormwater runoff that flows 
‘through the canals to the Water Conservation 
Areas and eventually Everglades National Park 
is our single largest concern today. Like all other 
environmental issues that we have dealt with in 
the past, we believe that solutions need to be 
driven by sound science and technology. We have 
a long history of successfully solving 
environmental issues in this manner. 

For example, back in the late 1960s, the state 
ordered the industry to cease all pre-harvest 
sugarcane burning activity since allegedly it 


^ 


work identified phosphorus as the controlling 
nutrient. It took almost ten years for the South 
Florida Water Management District to embrace 
this'concept. 

Fortunately, the District was prudent enough 
to follow sound science before spending millions 
of dollars on a plan to control the wrong 
nutrient. $ 

We encourage cooperation between private anf , 
public scientists to solve real problems, rather 
than Being forced to spend millions of-dollars on 
an un-scientific solution derived by a roomful of 
attorneys. 

We are ready and willing participants in 
becoming a part of the solution once the true 
problems in the Everglades are diagnosed. To 
reach this point, all farmers in the EAA 
voluntarily set up an Environmental Protectiop 
District. The District hired the premier wetlanu. 
expert from Duke University Wetland Center to 
conduct experimental (cause and effect) research 
with the goal of determining how to protect the 
biotic diversity in the Everglades within 
Florida's ultimate goal of "Saving the 
Everglades." 

Duke University is in its third year of a five 
year plan. It's only prudent to fully understand 
what the problems are in the Everglades, ang 
investigate the potential solutions prior tu 
implementing a protection plan like the one 
outlined in the federal/state Everglades 
Settlement Agreement. 

We would like to see the Everglades Nutrient 


restructure the Department,of-..caused.a.health hazard. and degraded the... Removal-Project-undertaken as a-pilot-project 


Health and Rehabilitative 
Services (HRS). We made the 
agency smaller, more respon- 
sive and gave it flexibility as 
well as a measure of local, grass- 
roots control and ownership. 
Proponents of a new law to 
combat food stamp fraud say as 
many as one-third of all food 
stamp recipients could be abus- 
ing the program. The new law 
requires recipients to use 
plastic debit cards rather than 
coupons to make their pur- 
chases. In addition to reducing 
the opportunity for fraud, the 
change in law should also cut 
administrative costs for the 
food stamp program ‘and save 
taxpayers’ money. 

While I have tried to cover as 
much information as. possible, 
there isn't enough room for.

$ pleted New Hope Child Dével- 
‘opment Center in Pahokee on 
Wednesday, May 13. 
The center provides child care 
and development services to 
families of migrant and 


seasonal farmworkers living 
near the southern shore of Lake 
Okeechobee in Western Palm 
Beach County. 


"These families are in dire 
need of child care services," 
said Barbara Mainster, execu- 
tive director of the RCMA. "The 
New Hope Child Development 
Center will provide significant, 
immediate and direct assis- 
tance to these families through- 
out most of the year, speci- 
fically during the harvest 
season when the parents have 
the best opportunity to work," 
she said. 


Accordihg to Mainster, the 
RCMA currently operates 
nearly 60 centers throughout 
Florida, three of which are 
located in Palm Beach, County. 
She points out that to comply 
with its HRS contract, ROMA 
must raise 8' percent of its 
annual HRS budget through 
private donations and local 
government commitments. This 
year, the RCMA must raise 
nearly $550,000 to remain in 
compliance. 

Local funding for the New 
Hope Child Development 
Center was provided through 
the New Hope Foundation, a 
Glades area charitable organ- 


ization supported largely Љу 
Flo-Sun Incorporated, one of 
the area's largest sugarcane 
farming interests. In addition 
to having provided funds to 
renovate the facility for its new 
use, the Foundation will help 
maintain the building in the 
future, as well as provide а 
percentage of the local funding 
needed to meet the center's 
annual HRS operating budget. 
According to Alfonso Fanjul, 
chairman of Flo-Sun, Inc., the 
child care facility previously 
was used as housing for 
migrant farm workers, but had 
not been used for several years. 
"This is precisely the type of 


project the New Hope Foun- 
dation is intended to facilitate," 
Fanjul said. "It is a classic 
example of how public/private 
partnerships can make a real, 
tangible difference to indivi- 
duals in our community, One of 
the most compelling aspects of 
this effort is the ability to pro- 
vide direct, daily assistance on 
a local level." 

The renovated facility accom- 
modates up to 62 youngsters 
ranging in age from infant to 
pre-school, and will operate 
from October through June 
each year. In addition to 
providing basic child develop- 
ment services at the Center, the
